Nursing,  Religion  Areas 
Receive  College  Status 

Two  additional  academic  areas  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity have  received  the  status  of  colleges,  it  was  announced 
today  by  President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  former  School  of  Nursing  has  become  the  College  of 
Nursing,  and  the  Division  of  Religion  is  now  the  College  of 
Religious  Instruction. 

In  both  areas  the  directors  have  been  appointed  to  the 
rank  of  dean.  They  are  Miss  L.  Bernice  Chapman,  dean  of  the 
Co  ege  of  Nursing,  and  Dr.  David  H.  Yarn,  Jr.,  dean  of  the 
Goilege  of  Religious  Instruction. 

Nursing  education  was  instituted  at  BYU  in  1952  and  Miss 
Chaprnan  became  head  in  1954.  The  first  class  was  graduated 
with  the  bachelor’s  degree  .in  1956.  There  are  17  faculty  mem- 
bers in  the  College  and  it  is  fully  accredited  by  the  National 
League  for  Nursing. 

Its  students  receive  clinical  ex- 
perience on  BYU  campus,  at 
Primary  Children’s  Hospital  and 
LDS  Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah  Valley  Hospital  and  Utah 
State  Hospital  in  Provo,  and  with 
city,  county,  and  state  boards  of 
health. 

Background  Given 
Miss  Chapman  came  to  BYU 
from  University  of  Illinois  School 
of  Nursing  in  Chicago  where  she 
was  assistant  professor  of  the 
basic  nursing  program.  She  ob- 
tained the  bachelor  of  science  de- 
gree at  University  of  Minnesota 
and  the  master  of  arts  degree  at 
Columbia  University. 

She  also  has  served  as  science 
instructor  at  Jennie  Edmundson 
Hospital,  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa; 
Abbott  Hospital  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, Minneapolis;  and  Broad- 
lawns  Hospital  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, Des  Moines.  Before  going  to 
University  of  Illinois  she  was  as- 
sistant director  of  the  Wesley 
Memorial  Hospital  of  Nursing, 
Chicago,  affiliated  with  North- 
western University. 

Religious  education  has  been 
part  of  the  BYU  curriculum 
since  the  founding  of  the  institu- 
tion in  1875.  There  are  28  mem- 
bers of  the  regular  religion  fac- 
ulty, and  in  addition  many 
classes  are  taught  by  professors 
in  other  academic  areas  who  are 
versed  in  religious  subjects 
through  long  service  and  experi- 
ence. 

To  Reorganize 

The  unit  has  been  reorganized 
along  the  lines  of  a college,  with 
the  following  new  departments: 
Bible  and , Modern  Scripture; 
Biblical  Languages;  LDS  Theol- 
ogy, Church  Organization  and 
Administration;  History  and  Phi- 
losophy of  Religion;  and  Re- 
ligious Education. 

The  Ph.D.  degree  is  now  being 
offered  in  Bible  and  Modern 
Scripture,  and  History  and  Phi- 
losophy of  Religion,  the  first  de- 
grees to  be  conferred  in  1960. 

Dr.  Yarn  obtained  the  bachelor 
of  arts  degree  at  BYU  in  1946, 
the  master  of  arts  degree  in  1949 
and  the  doctor  of  education  de- 
gree in  1958,  both  at  Columbia 
University.  He  joined  BYU  staff 
in  1950. 

Active  in  Church 
He  has  served  as  a counselor 
in  the  Manhattan  Ward  bishopric, 
N.  Y.;  Atlanta  Branch  president; 
Sunday  School  stake  board  mem- 
ber in  New  York  and  East  Provo 
Stakes;  member  of  the  General 
Board,  Young  Men’s  Mutual  Im- 
provement Associaion;  counselor 
in  East  Provo  Stake  Presidency, 
and  a member  of  the  Stake  High 
Council. 

The  two  new  colleges  bring 
the  total  at  BYU  to  ten.  The  eight 
other  colleges  are  Biological  and 
Agricultural  Sciences,  Business, 
Education,  Family  Living,  Fine 
Arts,  Humanities  and  Social  Sci- 
ences, Physical  and  Engineering 
Sciences,  and  the  College  of  Rec- 
reation, Physical  and  Health  Edu- 
cation and  Athletics, 

Other  academic  units  on  cam- 
pus are  the  Graduate  School, 
Summer  School,  Research  Divi- 
sion, and  Adult  Education  and 
Extension  Services.

Spring  comes  to  Utah  next 
week,  but  the  woodticks  already 
have  the  jump  on  the  season,  it 
was  disclosed  by  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Zoology  De- 
partment. 

Dr.  D Elden  Beck,  associate 
professor  of  zoology  and  ento- 
mology, said  a field  study  class 
found  the  ticks  already  are 
awakened  and  active. 

The  Zoology  Department  ad- 
vised persons  who  expect  to  go 
into  the  mountains  or  foothills 
to  observe  the  following  pre- 
cautions: 

1.  Carefully  examine  clothing 
and  the  entire  body  following  a 
tour  into  tick-infested  country. 
This  will  most  likely  be  foothill 
areas  where  sage  brush  and  oak 
brush  are  dominant. 

EXAMINATION  of  clothing 
is  necessary  to  .prevent  later  at- 
tachment of  ticks,  or  transfer  to 
other  members  of  a household. 
It  is  good  practice  to  hang  such 
clothing  outside  for  a day  to  al- 
low ticks  to  leave. 

3.  Attached  ticks  should  be 
removed  immediately.  This 
will  reduce  the  danger  of  tick- 
borne  diseases,  such  as  Rocky 
Mountain  spotted  fever,  tula- 
remia, or  encephalitis, 

3.  The  main  procedure  for  re- 
moval is  to  gently  pull  off  the 
tick  with  the  fingers.  It  is  pre- 
ferred that  forceps  be  used  if 
they  are  available.
